Lopez detained 
after shooting 
in midtown club

Hip-hop magnate Sean- (Puffy) Combs and two 
members of his entourage were hit with felony gun 
charges yesterday after an early morning .shooting 
that injured three people inside a midtown night- 
club. ' 

Police charged a Combs protege, up-and-coming 
rapper Jamal (Shyne) Barrow, with' three counts of 
attempted murder and held Combs' girlfriend, 
Bronx-born pop diva Jennifer Lopez, for'more than 
12 hours after the 2:50 a.m. shooting. 

Combs, the recording star and Hamptons socialite, 
and Lopez, the actress-singer, were pulled over in a 
1999 Lincoln Navigator after they ran 11 red lights 
in the minutes after the shooting at ClubNY on West 
43rd Street, police said. 

Police found a 9-mm. handgun under the passen- 
ger's seat of the Navigator, which was registered to 
Combs' Bad Boy Productions and Barrow. The hand- 
gun was reported stolen in Georgia, police said. 

Wardel Fenderson, 41,, a Manhattan man de- 
scribed as Combs' driver, and Anthony Jones, 34, a 
Bronx man described as Combs' bodyguard, who 
served a prison term for

shooting at a police offic- 
er, were also arrested, 
authorities said. 

Combs was arraigned 
last night on one count 
of second-degree weap- 
ons possession and two 
counts of third-degree 
weapons possession 
after a witness told in- 
vestigators that Combs 
and Barrow pulled guns 
out near the bar. Bail 
for Combs was set at 
$10,000. 

Fenderson and Jones 
were charged with one 
count each of third-de- 
gree criminal posses- 
sion of a weapon. Bail 
. was set at $20,000 for 
Jones and $10,000 for 
Fenderson. , 
■ Barrow, 19, of Brooklyn, was arrested as he left 
the club and police found a 9-mm. semiautomatic in 
his waistband. Ballistics tests linked the gun to the 
three shooting victims, police said. He was awaiting 
arraignment last night on three counts of attempted 
murder. " 

Combs recently outbid record giants like Sony and 
Interscope to sign Barrow, whose nom de rap is\ 
Shyne, to a six-figure contract, the hip-hop magazine 
Blaze reported in a recent issue. Barrow was report- 
edly discovered rapping in a barber shop. 

Harvey Slovis, Combs' lawyer, defended the pop 
stars. "Combs and Lopez certainly didn't own that 
gun," he said. "He's a wonderful guy and a very 
smart man. This is a very hard situation for hin> to 
be in. He's very upset about it. 

"Mr. Combs was with his friend Jennifer Lopez," 
the lawyer said. "There were shots fired. They left ... 
He was tho victim of other peoplo's shooting." ' 

Late yesterday afternoon, the Manhattan District 
Attorney's office declined to prosecute Lopez. Mean- 
while, police investigators were tracking down club 
patrons and awaiting the results of other ballistics 
tests on the gun found in the Navigator and two 
.40-caliber shell casings found on the floor of the 
club — evidence pointing to an exchange .of gunfire 
at the bar. The .40-caliber weapon was unaccounted 
for, polic e said.

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Coalition 
Threatened 

Israeli party may back out, 
citing budget disagreement

Jerusalem — An ultra-Orthodox 
party threatened yesterday to quit Is- 
rael's governing coalition, a move that 
would leave Prime Minister- Ehud 
Barak without a parliamentary majori- 
ty just as Middle East peace talks are 
gaining momentum. 

Political veterans say it's a predict- 
able, temporary crisis 
over budget alloca- ra- 
tions, but it is the big- ~ 
gest threat to Barak 
since he won the elec- 
tion in May. 

Shas, a party repre- 
senting Orthodox 
Jews of North African 
origin, informed 
Barak it was leaving 
his government be- 
cause of disagree- 
ments over covering 
the several-million-dol- 
lar debt of the scan- 
dal-ridden private edu- 
cation network run, by . 
Shas, and for its health and welfare, 
programs. 

The Knesset was to begin discussing 
next year's budget today, with a vote 
set for Thursday. If Shas votes against 
it, the budget is not likely to pass. 

.But Shas accepted Barak's plea for 
24 hours to work ' things out, said 
Yitzhak Vaknin, chairman of the par- 
, ty"s faction in the Knesset. • . 

"It's all in the hands of the prime 
minister," said Shas Health Minister 
Shlomo Benizri. "If he wants to solve 
it, he can."

Addressing his Knesset faction, 
Barak said' he was sure the Shas 
problem could be solved. He ap- 
pealed to his six-party coalition to 
put differences aside" and approve- 
the budget. 

Beyond the budget issue, Shas sup- 
port is crucial if Barak brings a peace 
agreement back from talks with Syria 
or the Palestinians. 

Politicians have 
been beating a path to 
the door of Shas spiri- 
tual leader Rabbi Ova- 
dia Yosef, whose rul- 
ing over trading land 
for peace with Syria 
would greatly influ- 
ence Shas voters. 

Picking Shas for his 
coalition instead of the 
rightist Likud last 
July, Barak explained 
that . Shas could- be 
counted on to vote for 

- peace. 

Shas-has 17 seats in 
the Knesset, second in the ruling coali- 
tion to the 26 of Barak's party, One Is- 
rael. . 

Shas' departure would leave Barak 
with' 51 seats, 10 short of the 61 he 
needs for a majority in the 120-seat 
parliament. 

Several Knesset membors suggested 
that what Shas really wanted* from 
Barak was access to the notoriously se- 
cretive prime minister's planning in re- 
gards to the "peace process with Syria 
and the Palestinians. 

Since joining Barak's coalition in .

May as the second-largest- party in the 
government, Shas leaders have com- 
plained that Barak's office kept them 
out of the information loop. 

That complaint, however, is

• One longtime government official re- 
cently complained that he had never 
worked under such an uncommunica- 
tive prime minister. 

Barak, a former head of the Israeli 
army and the most decorated soldier 
in the country's history, has retained 



his military-trained inclination to 
keep his own counsel, government offi- 
cials say. 

Parliament is expected to vote on 
' the budget Thursday to meet a Dec. 31 
deadline. Should the budget not pass 
in time, the government has up to 
three months to win approval for the 
spending plan or be forced to call new

Lighter Skin at Any Price?

Johannesburg, South Africa — Christina Motsoali- 
di wanted to be lighter-skinned. "Not white white 
white, but fighter, brighter," she says. "I wanted to 
be nice." For five years, day and night, she slathered 
a cheap, white cream purchased at local shops on 
■her face and watched her skin change. 

At first, she was pleased. Her dark black face 
began lightening, getting closer to the mocha-colored 
hue she desired. Her friends noticed the difference 
and complimented her appearance, says the smiling, 
51-year-old -woman who works as a janitor at a hospi- 
tal near Johannesburg. . 

After a couple of years, though, her cheeks and 
forehead began turning pink. She kept using the lo- 
tion. Then they turned red. Still she used the cream, 
thinking her face would recover and not lin ki ng the 
ointment to the skin damage. Finally, the red turned 
darker and eventually became a sooty black, as if

she- had scorched herself with an iron. — » 

Today, Motsoalidi's once-smooth cheeks are dark, 
splotchy and mottled, as if tiny pebbles were embed- 
ded under the skin, and she is embarrassed to have 
her picture taken. She is not alone. The illegal 
creams that ruined Motsoalidi's skin and that disap- 
peared from shop shelves after their ban in 1989 
seem to have made a comeback, according to derma- 
tologists and . medical inspectors who say they are 
seeing more of the products and their victims. 

"Politically, where we are now, you'd expect not to 
have that group of people anymore, but you still do," 
psychologist Mercy Lebakeng said of those who are 
using such creams more than five years after apart-

Detectives were also checking into 
" claims from witnesses and the victims 
that Combs or his bodyguard was in- 
volved in the initial altercation, law en- 
forcement sources said.

After her release, Lopez was rushed 
out the rear of the stationhouse and 
sped off in a dark Mercedes-Benz. 

Barrow, who signed with Comb's 
label late 1998, told Blaze magazine 

. shortly after that "Puffy saw me and 
saw dollar signs."
